In accordance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. §1.56, §§1.97-1.98, 
Applicants hereby call the following documents to the Examiner's attention: 

In an International Search Report, dated October 9, 2001 for counterpart International 
Application No. PCT/JP01/05859, the following documents were cited: 

Japanese Laid Open Patent Publication No. HEI 8-146908, which was published on 
June 7, 1996, was cited as an X-Category document (i.e., document of particular relevance; 
the claimed invention cannot be considered novel or cannot be considered to involve an 
inventive step when the document is taken alone) with respect to claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 15, 16, 22, 
and 23 of the International application. This document was also cited as an A-Category 
document (i.e., document defining the general state of the art which is not considered to be 
of particular relevance) with respect to claims 3-7, 10-14, 17-21, and 24-39 of the 
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International application. Applicants include an Abstract, and a partial English language 
translation of the Japanese document; and 

European Patent Application No. EP 1 022 714, which was published on July 26, 2000 
and family member Japanese Laid Open Patent Publication No. 2000-276102 A, which was 
published on October 6, 2000, were cited as A-Category documents with respect to claims 
1-39 of the International application. Applicants submit an English language Abstract of the 
Japanese document. The Examiner indicated that the full text and Figs. 1-31 are relevant. 
Applicants also call to the Examiner's attention the following documents:

U.S. Patent No. 6, 144,364 to OTOBE et al., which issued on November 7, 2000; and 
Japanese Laid Open Patent Publication No. HEI 10-31455, which was published on 
February 3, 1998, together with an English language Abstract of the same.
